REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Claims 1 , 6, 31 and all claims depending therefrom are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art of record does not teach suggest or disclose a 

method for handling items potentially contaminated with a pathogenic agent 
comprising sorting the items in an enclosure to separate the items so as to treat 
the separated items with a first decontaminant as set forth in independent claims 
1 , 6 and 31 , wherein at least a portion of the sorted items are treated with a first 
decontaminant and the enclosure is treated with a second decontaminant. 

Ryan Jr. et al. (U.S. Patent No. 7,071 ,437) discloses a method of 
decontaminating sorted items wherein the items are sorted by a manipulator in 
an enclosure and then sanitized in a chamber. Ryan Jr. does not disclose or 
suggest treating the enclosure that the items are sorted in with a second 
decontaminant. Wen (U.S. Patent No. 7,067,089) discloses a method for 
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handling potentially contaminated items wherein the items are sorted and sent to 
a decontamination chamber. The decontamination chamber utilizes two 
sterilants to decontaminate said sorted items. Wen does not disclose sorting the 
items in an enclosure wherein the enclosure is treated with a second 
decontaminant. 

Therefore, the closest prior art of record does not teach, disclose or 
suggest a method of handling potentially contaminated items in an enclosure, 
wherein the items are sorted in the enclosure and a portion of the items are 
treated with a first decontaminant and the enclosure that the items are treated in 
is decontaminated with a second decontaminant.
